Greetings, 

This  past  year  has  been  a busy  & produetive  one,  botli  for  the  Board  & for  the  wider  Assoeia- 
tion,  as  you  will  see  in  our  new  “Year  in  Review”  feature.  Our  membership  eurrently  stands  at 
874  aetive,  1545  inactive,  27  complimentary  and  3 foreign. 

There  have  been  several  additions/changes  to  the  Board  & Committees  over  the  past  eighteen 
months,  so  it  seems  fitting  to  offer  introductions,  which  you  will  find  on  page  7,  “Meet  The 
Board.”  You  will  observe  that  several  members  have  served  in  various  capacities  for  35  years 
or  more,  and  those  few  are  responsible  for  the  survival  of  the  organization  through  difficult 
times,  especially  around  the  closing  of  the  school  in  1481  and  the  years  that  followed. 

The  hospital  is  beginning  to  move  into  high  gear  planning  events  and  projects  for  the  year- 
long celebration  in  201  1 of  the  200"’  anniversary  of  it's  charter.  (The  first  patient  was  not  ad- 
mitted until  September  of  1821,  construction  of  the  Bulfinch  Building  having  been  delayed  by 
the  War  of  1812).  Among  the  highlights  will  be  a reenactment  of  the  signing  of  the  original 
charter  to  be  held  at  the  Boston  State  1 louse;  the  opening  of  the  new  “building  for  the  third  cen- 
tury,” currently  under  construction  on  the  site  of  the  old  Clinics  Building;  publication  of  a new 
history  of  the  hospital;  and,  of  special  interest  to  us,  a hardcover  book  about  the  history  of  nurs- 
ing at  MGll  due  out  in  the  Spring  of  201  I.  In  the  fall,  the  hospital  hopes  to  dedicate  the  MGH 
Museum,  the  old  Resident  Physician's  Mouse  with  an  addition,  if  their  fundraising  drive  is  suc- 
cessful. Currently  50"  o of  their  goal  has  been  reached.  All  of  the  annual  hospital  events,  such 
as  Ether  Day,  will  have  a special  focus  on  hospital  history.  An  intranet  website  will  launch  in 
June,  2010  and  an  internet  site  will  be  available  on  I I I 1 providing  more  information. 

On  our  cover  and  throughout  this  issue  you  will  find  photos  of  items  which  are  currently  in 
our  archives.  Contained  therein  are  such  things  as  a letter  from  Florence  Nightingale,  Ruth 
Sleeper's  scrapbook  from  her  student  days,  Sara  Parsons'  handwritten  letters  from  Base  Hospi- 
tal #6  in  France  during  World  War  1,  rules  & regulations  for  student  dress  & deportment  over 
the  years.  I'm  sure  we  all  remember  the  rules  about  skirt  & hair  length,  but  do  people  recall 
that  we  were  not  allowed  to  use  Treadwell  Fibrary  without  special  permission?  Mary  Durda 
( '67)  reminded  me  of  that.  Or  that  Harvard  Gardens  & The  Sevens  were  strictly  off-limits  to  all 
students?  Or  that  we  used  to  smoke  in  the  tub  rooms  on  the  Baker  units?  How  times  have 
changed!

About  this  fund:  In  1991,  The  MGHNAA  was  the  recipient  of  a sum  of  money  from  the  estate  of 
Bertella  Tompkins,  a 1905  graduate  of  the  School  of  Nursing.  Miss  Tompkins'  will  stated  that  the 
money  was  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  School  of 
Nursing.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumnae  has  chosen  to  use  the  interest  from  the  fund  to 
provide  assistance  to  graduates  with  identified  needs,  with  a priority  for  needs  that  are  health-  re- 
lated. Since  1991,  more  than  $34,000  has  been  distributed  to  alumnae  for  medical  e.xpenses  not 
covered  by  insurance  or  other  forms  of  payment.  These  expenses  include  such  items  as  hearing 
aids,  wheelchairs,  and  co-payments  for  medical  procedures,  and  medications.  Alumnae  members 
are  eligible  for  a lifetime  total  of  $8000  from  this  fund,  and  are  encouraged  to  apply  for  this  assis- 
tance.

Anuabella  McCrae  Loan  Fund 

There  were  no  new  loans  granted  this  year.  Three  loans  are  being  paid  back.  Another  loan  will 
be  starting  repayment  next  year.  We  eontinue  to  offer  low  interest  educational  loans  (2%-4%)  for 
tuition  to  those  pursuing  nursing  or  related  education.  There  are  no  prepayment  penalties  and  inter- 
est begins  to  accrue  in  the  second  year  of  repayment.  Requirements  include  remaining  an  active 
member  in  good  standing  for  the  duration  of  the  loan.  Please  see  application  form  for  other 
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requirements.  Nurses  may  apply  for  loans  up  to  a lifetime  amount  of  $8, 000. 00  eurrently.  Appliea- 
tions  may  be  found  in  the  Reeord,  obtained  from  the  Alumnae  Office  or  downloaded  from  our  web 
site,  vvvvvv.mghsonaliininae.org.  We  request  that  applications  be  submitted  by  May,  but  will  wel- 
come them  anytime  during  the  year.  Please  call  the  alumnae  office  if  you  have  any  questions. 

About  this  fund:  The  Loan  Fund  came  into  e.vistence  in  January  1928,  shortly  after  a letter  was 
received  by  the  Alumnae  Association  from  R,  Louise  Metcalf  (‘20)  representing  the  New  York 
MGll  Alumnae  group,  requesting  that  “a  loan  fund  for  graduate  study  be  established.”  Details  for 
raising  and  dispersing  the  funds  were  outlined  in  the  letter.  A committee  was  formed,  a plan  devel- 
oped and  an  outline  published  in  the  Quarterly  Record  for  June,  1929.  A goal  of  raising  $2,000.00 
was  set,  and  was  reached  on  June  6,  193  1 . The  first  loan  of  $500.00  was  made  for  the  year  193 1 to 
Esther  Fessenden,  (’28).  When  Esther  Fessenden  Martinson  passed  away  in  2006,  a letter  from 
her  attorney  notified  us  that  she  had  left  $10, 000. 00  to  the  Fund  in  order  to  help  others  as  she  had 
been  helped.  Upon  Annabella  MeCrae’s  death,  her  former  nursing  students  raised  a significant  sum 
to  donate  to  the  Fund  in  her  name.  Miss  McCrae  taught  in  the  School  for  33  years  and  valued  edu- 
cation greatly,  so  it  was  fitting  that  at  some  point  between  1940  and  1947,  the  name  of  the  Fund 
was  changed  to  the  Annabella  McCrae  Loan  fund. 

To  date,  174  of  our  alumnae  have  received  loan  assistance  in  their  pursuit  of  degrees  in  nursing 
and  in  health  related  fields.  It  remains  actively  in  use.

The  first  graduate  nurse  to 
receive  a scholarship  was  Barbara  Halm  in  1952.  At  the  present  time  $10,000.00  remains  in  the 
original  fund.  It  has  not  been  awarded  since  2006.  The  Fullerton  scholarship  is  named  for  Felicia 
Kulig  Fullerton,  class  of  1931.  Fler  husband  George  established  the  fund  in  her  memory  after  her 
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deatli  in  1981.  Each  year  he  would  drop  by  the  Alumnae  office  and  make  a generous  donation 
to  the  fund.  It  was  his  wish  to  help  the  graduates  of  the  school  pursue  degree  education  in  nurs- 
ing and/or  related  health  fields.  Upon  his  death  in  1990,  the  Fullerton  Fund  became  the  recipi- 
ent of  his  estate.  The  two  scholarships  were  combined  in  2000  for  more  efficient  financial  man- 
agement, though  they  are  still  awarded  separately.  A combined  total  of  195  scholarships  have 
been  awarded  through  these  two  funds  since  their  inception.

From  the  MGH  Archives:  Volume  1,  p.3  of  the  Visiting  Committee  Min- 
utes. Mrs.  Irvine  was  surely  one  of  the  first  nurses  at  MGH.  The  inpa- 
tient census  was  six  at  the  time  of  her  hiring,  including  her  husband  who 
was  the  very  first  patient  admitted  (on  September  1,  1821 ). 
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This  has  been  a very  active  year  for  the  Assoeiation.  The  first  major  milestone  occurred  at  the 
very  end  of  2008  when  the  Board  voted  approval  of  a $50,000  donation  to  the  MGIl  Museum  pro- 
ject. The  school  and  its  graduates  have  played  a crucial  role  in  the  hospital’s  ongoing  success  over 
the  years.  As  recently  as  the  early  1960's  students  and  provided  up  to  50%  of  hospital  staffing  on 
any  given  day,  and  the  total  number  of  graduates  who  have  provided  leadership  for  the  institution  is 
legion.  One  example:  the  t1rst  “social  worker”  in  the  first  hospital-based  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment in  the  nation  (MGH,  1905)  was  Garnet  Pelton,  MGHSON  class  of  1903,  who  at  the  request  of 
Dr.  Richard  Cabot,  relinquished  her  position  as  head  nurse  on  one  of  the  MGH  wards  to  join  him  in 
this  pioneering  effort. 

A second  major  milestone  this  past  year  was  the  establishment  of  two  new  endowment  funds, 
each  bearing  the  name  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association.  The 
first  is  a $100,000  gift  to  the  Department  of  Nursing,  to  be  administered  by  the  MGH  Patient  Care 
Services  Department.  It’s  stated  puipose:  “The  annual  spending  distribution  shall  be  applied  to- 
ward the  education  of  registered  nurses  and  to  support  the  nursing  research  initiatives  of  registered 
nurses  to  continuously  advance  the  practice  of  nursing  to  improve  patient  care  outcomes  through 
evidenced  based  nursing  practice.”  The  second  is  a $123,000  gift  to  the  Institute  of  Health  Profes- 
sions. It’s  stated  purpose:  “to  provide  financial  support  to  students  enrolled  in  any  program  of 
study  in  the  MGH  Institute  School  of  Nursing  that  leads  to  licensure  as  a Registered  Nurse  and 
Registered  Nurses  who  are  students  seeking  advanced  degrees  in  nursing.”  We  continue  to  make 
history  as  we  go  forward.  Special  appreciation  is  due  Barbara  Dunderdale  (’63)  for  forging  reality 
out  of  this  idea,  which  she  first  brought  forward  over  two  years  ago. 

The  Board  voted  to  create  a scholarship  in  honor  of  Miriam  Huggard  (’41 ) who  passed  away  this 
past  year.  The  scholarship  is  to  be  given  annually  to  a student  in  the  Accelerated  BSN  Program  at 
the  IHP.  This  brings  to  three  the  total  number  of  scholarships  awarded  annually  to  IHP  students, 
each  in  the  amount  of  $5000,  each  named  for  an  MGHSON  alumna  whose  leadership  spanned  gen- 
erations: Ruth  Sleeper,  Adele  (“Corky”)  Corkum,  and  now  Miriam  (“Mim”)  Huggard.  Scholarship 
applications  are  submitted  through  the  IHP  and  are  reviewed  & voted  upon  by  the  NAA  Board. 

The  officers  & committee  members  of  the  Board  have  been  involved  in  a variety  of  other  projects 
this  past  year.  Of  note,  the  continuing  education  programs  have  been  outstanding,  thanks  to  the  ef- 
forts of  Ann  Collins.  The  2009  program  on  aspects  of  mental  health  care  had  the  largest  attendance 
in  years  & was  extremely  well-received.  This  year’s  focus  on  alternative  therapies  will  feature  Dr. 
Herbert  Benson,  Director  of  the  MGH  Mind/Body  Institute,  and  promises  to  be  equally  good.  Sev- 
eral members  are  working  on  history-related  activities,  either  through  the  NAA  (Hannah  Potter’s 
project,  see  “Volunteer  Opportunities”),  the  Nursing  Dept  (see  below)  or  the  wider  hospital.  In 
connection  with  this,  Hannah  Potter  has  received  into  the  SON  Archives  a large  collection  of  books 
deaccessioned  by  Treadwell  Library,  originally  from  the  Palmer-Davis  Library  of  the  SON.  Mary 
Durda  (‘67),  Rosemary  Stauff  (‘70)  & I did  an  initial  review  last  fall  when  the  books  were  still  in 
Treadwell,  but  they  will  need  to  be  catalogued  now  that  they  have  found  a home. 
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Several  members  are  on  the  Nursing  Department's  “MGll  Nursing  at  200”  committee.  This  group 
is  compiling  a book  about  the  history  of  nursing  at  MGll  from  it’s  earliest  days,  to  be  published  in 
Spring  2011,  during  the  MGl  I's  bicentennial  year.  It  is  planned  to  be  a hardcover  book  of  about  1 50 
pages  with  an  emphasis  on  graphics.  Some  of  the  photos  in  this  issue  are  the  result  of  our  initial  re- 
searches in  the  archives.  Members  have  also  assisted  outside  researchers  with  queries  and  projects 
related  to  the  school  and  its  alumnae. 

The  MGllNAA  web  site  (www.mghsonalumnae.org  ) has  been  updated  this  year,  an  ongoing  pro- 
ject. Our  office  on  Founders  3 has  been  reorganized  and  the  rules  for  its  use  clarified  with  the 
Knight  Center,  where  the  office  is  situated.  A return  to  twice-yearly  publication  of  The  Record  is 
being  considered,  at  least  for  the  near  term  as  we  approach  the  hospital's  bicentennial,  which  is  also 
the  centennial  year  of  this  publication.  Members'  thoughts  or  comments  about  this  idea  are  wel- 
come. You  can  call,  write  or  email  (mghnursealumnaeu/  partners. org)  the  alumnae  office. 

Volunteer  Opportunities 

Officers  and  committees  of  the  NAA  Board  can  be  found  on  pages  4 & 5 of  this  issue.  Terms  of 
offices  are  one  or  two  years,  depending  on  the  office.  Meetings  are  held  every  two  months  at  the 
MGl  1 in  the  Alumnae  office  on  Founders  3.  Note  that  some  “committees”  are  committees  of  one, 
due  to  a lack  of  volunteers.  If  you  have  interest  in  becoming  a part  of  the  group,  either  as  an  office- 
holder or  committee  member,  please  contact  the  office. 

An  important  project  which  has  become  stalled  over  the  past  year  is  the  Oral  History  Project.  Be- 
gun jointly  with  the  NAA  and  the  lllP,  its  goal  is  to  record  as  much  of  the  nursing  history  as  we  can 
from  the  people  who  have  lived  it.  Many  histories  were  gathered  by  IHP  students,  but  since  Karen 
Wolfs  departure  over  a year  ago,  students  have  not  participated.  Board  members  had  hoped  to 
continue  the  project  but  so  far  have  not  had  enough  volunteers  to  bring  it  about.  The  process  in- 
volves an  appro.ximately  one  hour  interview  with  an  alumna,  which  is  recorded  (&/or  videotaped 
depending  on  the  preference  of  the  interviewee).  Interviews  can  take  place  anywhere,  so  if  you  live 
outside  of  New  Fngland  you  can  interv  iew  people  in  your  area  and  recordings  can  be  mailed  to  the 
office  for  transcription.  A guideline  for  questions  is  available  to  assist  you.  The  interview  process 
is  enlightening,  rewarding  & fun  for  all  parties.  For  an  example  of  the  value  of  capturing  these 
memories,  see  the  next  page.  If  this  project  interests  you  please  contact  the  office  for  more  details. 

The  MGll  School  of  Nursing  Archives  continues  efforts  to  preserve  and  catalogue  it’s  holdings, 
updating  the  original  w'ork  done  by  Helen  SheiAvin  when  the  school  closed  in  1981,  with  the  goal  of 
making  the  archives  available  and  accessible  to  alumnae  and  to  scholars  interested  in  researching 
nursing  education  and  the  nursing  profession.  Hannah  Potter,  the  archivist  who  is  overseeing  the 
project,  will  train  alumnae  in  archival  methods  and  is  available  to  assist  with  questions  and  concerns 
as  the  work  progresses.  Work  is  done  at  the  Archives,  located  at  the  IHP  in  Charlestown,  on  your 
own  schedule,  including  weekends  if  that  suits.

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The  Record  VQCcwed  the  following  letter  from  Phyllis  Goggins,  class  of  1947: 

“After  reading  the  latest  issue  oi " Beyond  the  Cap,'  1 thought  1 would  include  these  few  pages 
for  the  Oral  History  Project. 

At  eighty-three  years  of  age  and  having  lived  in  various  countries  (India,  Paraguay,  Cuba  and 
Honduras)  may  1 say  that  my  graduation  from  this  prestigious  school  (class  of  1947)  has  always 
been  an  asset. 

1 realize  that  despite  many  moves,  two  husbands  and  four  children,  1 still  find  myself  in  touch 
with  many  of  my  former  classmates. 

I have  been  writing  my  life  story  for  my  children  who  don’t  all  remember  the  places  we  have 
lived.  I came  across  these  few  pages  of  MGH  life  that  I thought  might  be  of  interest.  Please  feel 
free  to  use  them  as  you  like.  Many  of  my  fondest  memories  are  of  classmates  and  teachers.  For  a 
girl  right  out  of  high  school,  these  individuals  helped  to  shape  my  life  as  well  as  my  professional 
future.  1 still  use  information  gleaned  on  a daily  basis.  The  older  I get  the  more  1 realize  the  benefit 
my  MGH  experience  has  meant  in  my  life.  Thanks  for  listening.  Sincerely,  Phyllis  Goggins” 

These  are  her  pages: 

“It  was  1944,  three  years  after  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  and  the  height  of  World  War  II.  Most 
of  my  friends  had  joined  the  service  or  were  working  in  some  sort  of  war-related  Jobs.  I was  just  18 
and  wanted  desperately  to  be  a part  of  things.  A newly  created  ‘Cadet  Nurse  Program’  sponsored 
by  the  federal  government  was  in  full  swing  and  was  advertised  as  the  future  answer  to  eliminate 
the  nursing  shortage,  and  provide  nurses  for  the  armed  services  and  the  Indian  Service.  My  father 
was  very  much  against  my  going  into  nursing.  However,  the  only  prerequisites  for  entrance  were  a 
high  school  diploma,  physical  exam,  current  immunizations,  my  signature  and  a ticket  to  Boston. 
Freedom  beckoned! ! 

The  three  year  program  with  a two  year,  post-graduate  commitment  in  your  field  offered  sti- 
pends of  $15  monthly  for  the  first  6 months,  $20  for  the  next  two  years  and  $30  for  the  last  6 
months.  It  seemed  like  a fortune  with  board  and  room,  unifomis  and  laundry  provided. 

Hospitals,  even  larger  ones  like  Massachusetts  General,  were  acutely  short  of  Registered  Nurses. 
Most  were  staffed  by  students,  older  nurses,  and  a few  Conscientious  Objectors  in  operating  rooms 
and  orthopedic  wards. 

Our  dress  uniforms  were  gray  with  red  trim  and  a gray  beret.  Hospital  unifomis  began  with  the 
four  month  probationary  period,  a blue  dress,  starched  white  collar  and  cuffs,  a white  apron,  black 
shoes,  and  stockings.  Since  nylons  were  scarce,  black  cotton  was  the  rule.”  (editor’s  query:  is  this 
when  black  stockings  started?)  “A  bib  was  added  to  the  apron  after  four  months.  At  six  months, 
we  received  our  caps  and  upgraded  to  black  and  white  check  uniforms  with  the  same  starched  white 
collar,  cuffs,  black  shoes,  and  stockings.  We  must  have  kept  the  local  Chinese  laundry  busy  with 
those  stiff  white  collars  and  cuffs.  Needless  to  say,  money  was  tight  and  many  a shoe  was  repaired 
with  ‘cat  gut’  fdched  from  the  OR.”

Thank  you  for  the  wonderful  letter  and  for  sharing  your  memories.  Ask  any  graduate  of  the 
school,  no  matter  what  year  they  graduated,  and  almost  all  e.xpress  sentiments  similar  to  those  in 
your  letter.  You  will  see  it  mentioned  frequently  in  the  “Meet  The  Board”  section  of  this  issue.  1 
hear  it  from  my  classmates  of  the  1960s  and  1 read  it  in  the  archives  from  members  of  classes  of  the 
1890s.  We  are  indeed  privileged  to  be  part  of  that  community.

Miriam  “’Mini”  Huggard

Mim  Haggard  was  born  and  raised  in  New  Brunswick  Canada.  At  the  age  of  18  slie  left  Norton 
NB  for  Boston  as  she  and  her  sister,  Ann,  had  been  accepted  into  the  MGH  Training  School  for 
Nurses.  After  graduation  in  1931,  Mim  started  her  lifelong  career  at  the  Mass  General  Hospital  as  a 
staff  nurse  in  the  Baker  Building.  She  moved  into  the  position  of  Supervisor  of  Phillips  House 
Nursing  Service  and  then  became  Director  of  Phillips  House  Nursing  Service.  She  held  that  position 
until  her  retirement  in  1976.  Generations  of  nurses  and  students  worked  with  her  over  her  many 
years  at  the  MGH. 

From  graduation  until  her  final  years  she  was  a vital  and  active  member  of  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion. She  worked  in  various  positions  on  the  Board  over  the  years  but  most  often  she  was  working 
in  the  background  to  make  sure  that  the  Alumnae  Association  ran  smoothly.  After  retirement  she 
was  in  the  office  at  least  two  days  a week  doing  whatever  needed  to  be  done. 

She  also  maintained  the  records  of  the  Sick  Relief  Association,  Inc.  which  had  been  started  in 
1904  with  thirty-two  charter  members.  The  concept  was  to  generate  a financial  base  through  annual 
dues  to  give  sick  or  disabled  nurses  who  were  part  of  the  organization  a small  amount  of  money 
from  the  interest  of  the  fund  to  cover  expenses  during  their  illness.  The  fund  was  successfully  oper- 
ated until  1980  when  there  were  more  resources  available  to  nurses  as  part  of  employment.  At  that 
time  there  was  approximately  $70,000  in  the  Fund,  which  was  divided  evenly  among  the  remaining 
dues  paying  members  of  the  group. 

Her  incredible  knowledge  of  the  organization,  the  school,  and  the  hospital  ensured  that  the  history 
would  not  be  forgotten.  She  was  always  there  to  answer  questions  and  assist  those  who  were  writing 
about  the  MGH  or  the  School  of  Nursing.  Well  into  retirement,  she  went  one  step  further  to  ensure 
that  the  history  remained  by  passing  the  title  of  Historian  on  to  me,  a “younger”  member  of  the 
Alumnae.  In  true  Mim  fashion,  she  did  not  just  pass  along  a title  but  spent  hours  sharing  the  history 
with  me  and  helped  me  write  the  book.  An  Alumnae  Tribute,  for  the  125"'  Celebration.  She  wanted 
no  credit  for  the  work  that  she  did  to  make  the  book  a reality.  But  she  was  nominated  for  and  re- 
ceived an  Alumnae  Achievement  Award  for  excellence,  innovation,  and  dedication  to  the  practice  of 
nursing  at  the  125"'  Celebration.  The  Alumnae  Association  was  the  benefactor  of  her  knowledge, 
foixvard  thinking,  creativity,  and  her  dedication  over  her  entire  career  as  a nurse  and  in  her  retire- 
ment years.  For  all  she  did  quietly  behind  the  scenes,  the  Alumnae  Association  presented  her  with  a 
special  “Unsung  Hero”  Award  as  well. 

Boston  had  become  her  second  home.  She  and  Ann  lived  on  Beacon  Hill,  close  enough  to  walk  to 
work  or  to  the  Boston  Garden  for  a hockey  game.  Her  car  stayed  garaged  on  Charles  Street  so  that 
she  could  make  her  weekly  trek  to  Lexington  to  Wilson’s  Farm,  do  the  grocery  shopping,  and  drive 
to  visit  family  in  Connecticut  and  Canada.  After  retirement  the  annual  visit  to  New  Brunswick 
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turned  into  summers  at  the  chamiing  home  that  she  and  Ann  had  bought  in  Norton.  It  was  easy  to 
see  why  she  loved  it  so  mueh.  It  was  suiTounded  by  well  tended  tlower  beds  and  a baek  lawn  bor- 
dered by  w'ildtlower  fields.  In  the  winters  she  volunteered  at  in  the  MGll  Flower  Shop  on  the  days 
she  was  not  at  the  Alumnae  otTiee.  You  eould  usually  find  her  in  the  work  room  surrounded  by 
tlowers  which  gave  the  feeling  of  her  home  in  Norton. 

Mini  stayed  in  her  Myrtle  Street  apartment  to  the  end  thanks  in  part  to  a program  on  Beacon  Hill 
that  provides  services  to  older  residents.  At  age  95,  she  was  featured  in  a New  York  Times  article 
entitled  “These  Days  ‘Retirement  Living’  Can  Mean  Many  Things.”  The  program  kept  her  at  home 
in  Boston,  but  the  nine  to  ten  hour  drive  to  New  Brunswick  became  too  much.  Her  family,  though 
far  away,  always  remained  close,  with  weekly  calls,  frequent  visits,  and  letters.  To  the  end  her 
hand  written  notes  were  always  a delight  to  receive. 

1 was  privileged  to  attend  her  internment  service  on  July  4,  2009  in  Norton,  New  Brunswick.  The 
weather  as  1 started  across  the  border  into  Canada  was  terrible  with  rain  and  very  heavy  fog  but  just 
as  1 turned  off  the  highway  for  Norton,  the  sun  came  out  as  if  welcoming  me.  Surrounded  by  multi- 
ple generations  of  family  and  lifelong  friends  from  Canada,  1 knew  that  1 was  not  only  there  be- 
cause 1 wanted  to  be  but  1 was  also  representing  all  of  her  adopted  MGll  family.  1 could  see  why 
she  looked  forward  to  her  trips  home  to  Norton  as  the  rolling  green  hills  and  dairy  farms  were 
peaceful  and  beautiful. 

Shortly  before  to  her  death,  the  NAA  Board  had  started  the  process  of  naming  an  annual  scholar- 
ship at  the  11  IP  School  of  Nursing  in  her  honor.  The  Board  wanted  her  to  be  there  to  award  the  first 
scholarship,  but  fate  had  a different  time  plan.  The  first  annual  Miriam  “Mim”  Huggard  Scholar- 
ship which  covers  the  tuition  for  the  final  semester  was  awarded  to  a student  in  the  Accelerated 
BSN  Program  in  May  2009.  (For  more  information  on  the  scholarship  please  see  the  scholarship 
section  of  the  NAA  web  page.) 

She  will  always  be  remembered  as  a very  special  lady  who  always  cared  and  was  always  willing  to 
give  to  others.  All  of  us  w ho  worked  with  her  and  learned  from  her  will  miss  her.
